Howard Hughes 
Is Charged 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. CAP) — Billionaire 


Howard Hughes and three others have been 
charged with conspiracy, stock minipulation 
and fraud by a federal grand jury that made an 
about face in 24 hours. 


The grand jury accused the four men on 


Tuesday of trying to force down the value of Air 
West stock to make it easier for Hughes to gain 
financial control of the regional airline. Now 
called Hughes Airwest, Hughes took it over on 
Dec. 31, 1968. 


The charges are a streamlined version of an 


indictment returned last Dec. 27 which was 
thrown out by a federal judge. He termed it 
"the worst case of criminal pleading" he had 
ever seen. 


When the charges were thrown out Jan. 30, 


the jury was given six months to return a new 
indictment, a time limit which expired Tuesday 
midnight. 


The grand jury, the same one that handed 


down the original charges, had met Monday but 
returned no indictments. 


Indicted with Hughes on Tuesday were 


Robert A. Maheu, former head of Hughes' 
Nevada gaming empire; Chester Davis, chief 
counsel for Hughes' Summa Corp.; and David 
B. Charnay, chairman of Four Star In- 
tenational, a Los Angeles movie production 
firm. 


Hank Greenspun, publisher of the Las Vegas 


Sun, 
and George Crockett, a Las Vegas 


businessman, were named as unindicted 
coconspirators. 


In Los Angeles, Hughes spokesman Dick 


Hannah said in a telephone interview that no 
comment on the indictments would be made 
until attorneys had a chance to read the jury's 
findings. 


The indictments apparently represented a 


; change in Justice Department planning and 
settled a dispute between the department and 
Nevada U.S. Atty. V. DeVoe Heaton over 
whether Hughes was to be included in the new 
indictment, sources said. They said Heaton had 
been under pressure 
from

Justice 


Department officials not to include Hughes in 
any new indictments. 


Heaton declined comment on what led to an 


about-face. 


He also refused comment on the reports of 


pressure, but said at a news conference after 
the indictments were returned that there had 
been "professional differences of opinion on 
this matter." 
Rules Change Urged 
By Sen. Mans field 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate Democratic 


Leader Mike Mansfield is proposing a complete 
overhaul of the Senate's impeachment trial 
rules, including new standards of evidence and 
opening the debate among the senators to the 
public and television. 


Mansfield's proposals, contained in an 18- 


page resolution that goes before the Senate 
Rules and Administration Committee today, 
would provide that all proceedings in a possible 
impeachment trial of President Nixon would 
take place in public — unless the Senate itself 
votes to close them. 


Under current rules, examination of wit- 


nesses, production of evidence, statements by 
lawyers and voting would take place in public, 
while debates by senators preceding a final 
vote would take place behind closed doors. 


"If the present rules obtain, " Sen. Robert C. 


Byrd, D-W. Va., said in an interview, "you will 
not hear senators debating. They will be sitting 
as jurors." 
AMPI Supports 
Itself in Meeting 


DALLAS (AP) — The Associated Milk 


Producers, Inc., is just like a family, according 
to Waldo Price, an Arkansas dairy farmer 
attending a Southern region meeting of the 
AMPI. 


"The AMPI is doing all right," he said 


Tuesday. "Like in a family sometimes, some- 
one acts up a little bit and you have to get them 
back in line." 


AMPI, the nation's largest dairy cooperative 


with more than 37,000 members, currently is a 
center of controversy over 1971 political con- 
tributions allegedly made to gain support for 
milk prices by the Nixon administration. 


A South Texas dairyman, George Carpenter, 


said, "We'll come out of this all right. We had 
some problems a couple of years ago with 
management, but we've straightened all that 
out now." 


In January 
1972, Dr. George Mehren 


replaced Harold S. Nelson as general manager 
of AMPI. 


The president of AMPI since its creation five 


years ago, John Butterbrodt of -Fond du Lac, 
Wis., said membership in the cooperative is 
still growing although last year's growth was 
smaller than in the previous year. 


Butterbrodt, who declined to make any 


comment on the contributions controversy, 
attributed the decline in new members to the 
dwindling number of dairy farmers. 


Many of AMPI's present legal headaches 


stem from activities surrounding its onetime 
political arm, Trust for an Agricultural 
Political Education (TAPE). 


AMPI has a similar organization today called 


Committee for Thorough Agricultural Political 
Education (C-TAPE), AMPI staff member 
John Holmes said. He said C-TAPE is char- 
tered to make contributions to political can- 
didates, but members must sign up specifically 
to be a part of the committee.

MEXIA—The Texas Water 


Quality Board came under fire 
from a long line of witnesses 
Tuesday,

business interests rather than to 
the welfare of the public. 


The criticisms were made by 


about two dozen citizens and 
governmental officials during 
TWQB's public hearing on in- 
dustrial solid waste disposal, 
one of a series of 14 such public 
meetings being conducted by 
the board throughout the state. 
In spite of requests by TWQB 
spokesmen 
that 
comments 


should not be aimed at just one 
particular 
application 
for 


dumping industrial wastes, by 
far most of the statements 
presented were aimed directly 
or indirectly at the application 
made by Midway Services Inc. 
of Austin for .permission to 
dispose of industrial wastes in 
Limestone County. 


DUE TO THE citizen uproar 


in the area once the application 
came to the attention of the 
public, Midway withdrew its 
proposal to dispose 
of an 


average of 19,000 gallons per 
day of industrial waste — in- 
cluding toxic chemicals and 
spent acids — at a 271 - acre 
tract 
at 
Big 
Hill 
near 


Groesbeck. 


Limestone 
County 
Judge 


Bobby Reed was first in the long 
line of local citizens who lam- 
basted TWQB and left little 
doubt that Limestone County 
doesn't want to become an 
industrial dump ground. Reed 
angrily criticized John Mobley, 
President of Midway Services, 
saying that he (the judge) had 
been misquoted. 
Mobley, in 


applying for TWQB permission 
to establish a Class I industrial 
waste disposal site in Limestone 
County, let it be understood that 
Reed endorsed the project, 
according to the judge. 


JUDGE REED said when he 


was first approached with in- 
formation concerning the dump 
site proposal, he was told by 
Mobley that the project would 
not be detrimental to the area. 
Reed said he told Mobley, in 
that case, he could see no 
reason against it. The judge 
emphasized, at the hearing, 
however, that he "never en- 
dorsed" the disposal plans, as 
Mobley hinted. 


In 
opening the 
hearing, 


William Philbin Jr., TWQB's 
attorney, read part of Mobley's 
"letter to TWQB announcing 
withdrawal of the dump site 
application. A spokesman in the 
audience, however, requested 
he read the entire letter, which 
proved to a rather emotional 
stab at local opposition to the 
dump site. 


MOBLEY'S LETTER stated

School Tax Board to Hear Property 
Owners' Questions on Valuations

Pointing toward an opening 


Tax Equalization Board session 
at 9 a.m. Thursday, final ad- 
vance tax notices for the Cor- 
sicana Public Schools are being 
mailed today. 


George Caperton, the school's 


tax assessor-collector, said at 
least 2,000 notices have been 
mailed to property owners 
whose tax 
valuations have 


changed. 


The notices have been mailed 


in alphabetical order. 


A time lag has been allowed 


so too many persons won't be 
scheduled to appear before the 
board at one time. 


CAPERTON SAID the notices 


advise property owners when to 
come before the board if they 
wish to discuss their valuations. 
If unable to appear on the 
specified 
date, 
however, 


Caperton said persons 
are 


urged to attend a session 
whenever possible. 


Sessions begin at 9 a.m. each 


weekday and continue through 
noon, according to Caperton. 
The board then reconvenes at 1 
p.m. and stays through 5 p.m., 
or "until everyone can be 
seen." 


He said no definite number of 


days has been scheduled for the 
three-man panel to meet. He 
noted they usually meet for 
approximately two weeks. 


Caperton said all property in 


the school district has been 
reevaluated during the past few 
months. He said the sizable task 
involved 
using 
additional 


manpower hired on a tem- 
porary basis by the Board of 
Trustees. 


THE SCHOOL 
district's 


present tax rate is $1.25 per $100 
valuation. Property is taxed at 
100 per cent of its value. 


There's no way to predict the 


total 
amount 
of 
potential 


revenue, according to Caperton. 
He said no determinations will 
be made until the equalization 
board completes its hearings, 
at 
which time an estimated 


total will be calculated. 


Caperton 
said 
the 


reevaluations required the use 
of aerial maps as well as study 
of 
all 
abstracts 
and 
land 


descriptions of property in the 
district. 


For taxation purposes last 


April, the school board also 
approved a new rural land 
classification schedule. 


THE SCHEDULE increases 


guideline land values on a per 
acre basis for all property 
within the school district that is 


not zoned for city lots. 


Irrigated 
farm 
land and 


improved pasture are valued at 
$400 per 
acre—the 
highest 


valuation 
on 
the 
new 


classification. Those same two 
types of land were valued at 
$140 and $130, respectively, on 
the old schedule. 


The lowest valuation of $60 


per acre for waste or marsh 
land on the schedule is now $100. 


Dr. Kelly Burkhart, trustee 


who voiced the motion to ap- 
prove the schedule in April, said 
the schedule itself does not 
necessarily mean taxes will 
increase. 
HE SAID THE tax rate has 


not been changed. That action, 
if taken, will not occur until the 
board determines how much 
money will be needed for the 
1974-75 budget. 


Valuations on other rural 


classifications have also been 
increased. Caperton explained 
the new guidelines are based on 
market value of land rather 
than production value. The 
market value is how much 
money the land will sell for. 


He said state tax laws require 


tax schedules to be prepared 
according to the market value. 


OTHER VALUATIONS which 


have 
changed 
include the 


following: 


Good 
tillable land 
(not 


irrigated), from $120 to $350; 
average tillable, from $100 to 
$300; average pasture, from 
$110 
to $350; below average 


pasture, from $90 to $300. 


Also, light timber or brush 


(good pasture), from $110 to 
$300; 
heavy

pasture), from $90 to $250; 
extremely heavy brush (needs 
to be cleared before usable), 
from $70 to $200; overflow land 
of five to seven days' duration 
(good pasture), from $100 to

(occasional pasture), from $80 
to $150. 
THE SCHEDULE was ap- 


proved by the board with a 6-1 
vote. Former Trustee Hugh 
Fullerton opposed the measure, 
saying the new values represent 
too much increase over the old 
schedule. 


At least 100 persons have 


applied, Caperton said, for a 
lower 
"production 
value" 


agricultural property tax rate. 


The special rate applies to 


farm property that is used for 
strictly agricultural purposes— 
and also provides both the basic 
occupation and primary source 
of income to its owners—as 
opposed to regular property tax 
assessment. 


disposal site is "well meaning 
but uninformed," and even 
"irresponsible."

REED

presented 


several suggestions to TWQB. 
He said the board should adopt 
a provision requiring approval 
from county 
commissioners' 


courts in proposed waste site 
areas, because, in his opinion 
these local governmental bodies 
are most familiar with the 
needs and desires of local 
citizens. 


Reed further suggested that 


public hearings be held in the 
vicinity of proposed sites prior 
to receiving applications, and 
public opposition should be

"Agriculture should not have to 
bear industry's burden," he 
added, and its unreasonable for 
rural landowners to suffer for 
the economic benefit of big 
industry.

The State of 
California is presently con- 
sidering changing its policies 
allowing wastes to be buried, 
according to Clower, because

periods. 


T. E. CRISWELL of the 


Limestone County branch of the 
Farmers Union accused TWQB 
of "getting into our billfold." He 
presented 10 reasons Farmers 
Union opposes industrial waste 
burial, including "depreciation 
of property values around waste 
sites, the reduction of per- 
manent pastures, 
and 
the 


danger of spreading 
cattle 


diseases." 


Allowing waste disposal site 


in the area would be "just like a 
vacuum salesman getting his 
foot in the door," he said. 


Mayor Bill Holmes of Marlin 


said he has reason to doubt 
whether 
TWQB 
is 
really 


"feeling out public opinion," 
due to past experiences with the 
board. He said disposing of 
wastes by putting them in the 
ground is working with "ex- 
perimental 
geology," 
since 


there is no guarantee the wastes 
will stay confined. 


HOLMES 
PRESENTED 


statements of opposition to any 
area burial of wastes from the 
Marlin Chamber of Commerce, 
Marlin School District, the city, 


and 
the 
local Democratic 


Convention. 


Mrs. Bill Holmes, who said 


she spoke on behalf of local land 
owners, urged TWQB to review 
its purposes, and "for God's 
sake, stand by the people." 


Sharon Barnett, representing 


the City of Thornton, suggested 
citizens 
might 
boycott in- 


dustries who dump their wastes 
into the land. "If we are told to 
do 
without 
gasoline, 
we 


manage," she said. "Maybe we 
could also do without some of 
these plastic products. I feel 
like we are killing the land. 
There's no way that land can be 
brought back." 


She said inceneration might 


be a better way disposing of 
wastes. 


Mrs. Lois Huddle, owner of 


the Big Hill Charolais Ranch at 
the location Midway Services 
had proposed to locate the dump 
site, said she was familiar with 
a similar operation in Waller 
County near Hempstead. This 
project caused a loss of hair on 
cattle in the vicinity, and the 
operator of the Dunbar Ranch 
had to sell out at a loss and 
leave, she said. 


MRS. 
HUDDLE questioned 


the TWQB attorney present at 
the meeting about the indicent, 
but he denied comment on the 
grounds that "the matter is in 
litigation." He said TWQB is 
suing the operators of the 
disposal site. 


"I think it's time we make 


industry clean up its own 
mess," said a spokesman from 
the Baylor University Geology 
Department, who said burying 
wastes is part of a "garbage 
man syndrome"—put it in a 
bucket and set it out front. 


Falls County Judge, Johnny 


Ward, referring to the now- 
defunct Midway proposal, said, 
"I haven't talked to anybody in 
Falls County who supports it," 
therefore, the commissioners 
court opposes it. 


Richard Hodges, a Marlin 


engineer, urged the use of 
"common sense" in disposing of 
dangerous wastes. He said 
industry must learn to recycle. 
"Nothing is really waste," 


ROBERT 
MULLINS, ad- 


ministrative assistant to the 
president of Farmers Union 
recommended 
"stringent 


tightening" of laws pertaining 
to where wastes can be dumped. 
He said, historically, TWQB 
decisions have been in favor of 
the corporate structures of the 
state. 


George Lanore, a landowner 


in the Big Hill area, said of solid 
waste disposal, "Let's study it 
real close so that we may 
survive." He, as did a number 
of other persons, pointed out 
there ae large cracks in the 
ground in the area that was 
considered for a disposal site. 
He said there are cracks that 
"you can stick your foot in," 
and a fishing pole can be stuck 
full length down into some of 
them. He indicated the cracks 
would allow seepage of any 
waste buried in the area. 


Mrs. Betty Lanore said she 


operates a business dependent 
on 
the natural 
hot water 


available in Marlin, and fears 
contamination of that supply 
from burying wastes. 


Mrs. Billy Criswell, wife of a 


landowner in the western part 
of Limestone County, said, "We 
would prefer that an alternate 
method of disposal be devised 
rather than burying." 


A STATEMENT read from 


Rep. Olin E. Teague criticized 
burying industrial wastes and 
urged that government "mirror 
the public's concern." 
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Oil Companies Said Urging 
Dealers to 'Sell, Sell, Sell'

Gasoline shortage? Don't tell 


that to dealer Art Paul. He's 
out there pumping into the 
night. 


"Sell, sell, sell-that's what 


the companies are telling us 
now," said 
Paul, 
taking a 


break Tuesday night at his Los 
Angeles station to comment in 
his capacity as president of the 
Gasoline Retailers Association 
of Southern California. 


He is among some dealers 


around the country who report 
that 
even though television 


commercials are still plugging 
conservation of gasoline, the 
companies are filling service 
station storage tanks with gaso- 
line allocations equal to or ex- 
ceeding those of 1972. 


"Every dealer in Southern 


California is getting as much or 
more than "72," Paul claimed. 
He said that to his knowledge, 
in Southern California, Mobil is 
supplying 105 per cent and 
Standard 109 per cent of 1972 
deliveries. 


Dealers who liked the idea of 


limiting hours to get home for 
dinner or even take a Sunday 
off for fishing are finding them- 
selves back in the thick of com- 
petitive sales. 


Reports from Southern Cali- 


fornia are echoed at least in 
Chicago and Miami, according 
to survey by The Associated 
Press. Some oil companies ad- 
mit the accounts of higher sup- 
plies and selling pressure are 
accurate. 


A Union Oil spokesman put it 


this way: "We have not forced 
the dealers to stay open longer. 
We have requested them to re- 
turn to the operating hours they 
had prior to the problems of 
last winter and early this year.

Ar- 
kansas dealers said they were 
Governors Hail 
Agreement as 
Breakthrough 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 


— White House agreement to 
consult state and local officials 
in the federal budget-making 
process has been hailed by gov- 
ernors as a breakthrough in 
federal cooperation. 


The first of a series of meet- 


ings on the budget involving 
state and local representatives 
will be in Washington shortly 
after Sept. 1, Kenneth R. Cole 
Jr., 
President Nixon's chief 


economic adviser, said Tuesday 
at the 1974 Western Governors' 
Conference here. 


"We're looking for their in- 


put, their suggestions on things 
to be done and where programs 
can be cut," Cole said in dis- 
cussing the plan with Govs. 
Calvin 
L. 
Hampton, 
Utah 


Democrat and chairman of the 
National Governors' 
Confer- 


ence, and Daniel J. Evans, 
Washington Republican. 


Evans, chairman of the na- 


tional conference last year, 
said the decision represented a 
new spirit of cooperation be- 
tween the Nixon administration 
and other levels of government 
and a recognition of growing 
leadership at the national level 
by the 50 state governors. 


The budget meetings will in- 


volve federal officials and the 
"New Coalition," a group rep- 
resenting the govenors' confer- 
ence, National League of Cities, 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, Na- 
tional Association of Counties 
and state legislators' 
organ- 


izations. 


This will be the first time 


governors and local leaders 
have had an opportunity to 
present a united front at the 
start 
of the budget-writing 


process, Evans said. 


"We will have some input 


from the start instead of mere- 
ly being in a position of reac- 
ting to something that is hand- 
ed to us," lie said. 


This will be particularly im- 


portant next year because of 
President Nixon's determina- 
tion to check inflation by re- 
stricting 
federal 
spending, 


Evans said. 


"It's going to be a tough 


budget," he said, adding the 
joint decisions reached 
are 


bound to affect federal domes- 
tic policy. 


The meetings, which will in- 


volve the Office of Management 
and Budget as well as Cole, 
tentatively are scheduled to 
continue 
through 
January, 


when the President will unveil 
the budget for the fiscal year 
starting July 1, 1975. 


Evans, who lias accused the

Short Life Seen for Unleaded Gasoline 


HOUSTON (AP) - An oil re- 


fining and marketing expert be- 
lieves the days are limited for 
both the catalytic mufflers on 
new 1975 automobiles and the 
unleaded gasoline they require. 


"It would appear to me a 


more satisfactory engine to 
meet environmental require- 
ments can be developed in 
three to five years," said W.H. 
Burnap, an executive vice pres- 
ident of Continental Oil Co. 


"I would think that three to 


five years from now that no- 
lead gasoline will practically be 
a thing of the past." 


With the approach of 1975 


model automobiles and their 
catalytic mufflers, the Environ- 


mental Protection Agency re- 
quired service stations selling 
more than 200,000 gallons of 
gasoline a year to start selling 
an unleaded grade by July 1. 


Burnap said at a Tuesday 


news conference there has been 
wide industry concern about 
unleaded gasoline ever since 
the EPA began developing the 
new regulations. 


"We probably lose four, five, 


or six per cent of the crude oil 
in working it over t meet the no 
lead standards," he said. 


"Also, one trouble with the 


catalytic muffler is it turns the 
sulphur in gasoline into sul- 
phuric acid. The EPA is con- 
cerned about this and report- 


edly wants a drastic reduc- 
tion." 


Burnap said several govern- 


ment studies also indicate the 
no-lead requirement may be 
around only long enough to per- 
mit development of more ef- 
ficient engines. 


"For one, an EPA study in- 


dicates there is no proof of 
harmful health effects 
from 


lead," Burnap said. 


He added that a study or- 


dered by William Simon, for- 
mer head of the Federal Ener- 
gy Office, called for a reevala- 
tion of the situation. 


It was estimated Continental 


has spent $35 million and the 
industry as a whole $1 billion in 


meeting the no lead require- 
ment. 


"That $1 billion figure Is 


about what it would cost to 
build a new 300,000 barrels a 
day refinery but it has been 
spent with no increase in do- 
mestic 
refining 
capacity," 


Burnap said. "And to take the 
sulphur out of gasoline it would 
be 50 per cent more expensive 
than it has been to take out the 
lead." 


Burnap was asked if a transi- 


tion status of only a few years 
for no lead gasoline and cataly- 
tic mufflers would mean an in- 
dustry loss of the $1 billion in 
tax expenditures.

Adjustments Hard in Move from Prison to Mansion 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Wesley Robert Wells is living in 
mansions these days, but he 
can't get used to sleeping with 
the doors unlocked. 


For 36 years he never had 


that problem. His homes car- 
ried names like San Quentin, 
Vacaville, and death row. 


But Wells, 65, changed his ad- 


dress July 2 after the state pa- 
role board decided that the con- 
vict no longer was a threat to 
society. He was released to the 
custody of the Delancey Street 
Foundation, a self-help group 
for addicts and former prison- 
ers. 


Wells now lives in the former 


Russian consulate, one of two 
Delancey Street mansions in 
posh Pacific Heights. His pri- 
vate bathroom is larger and 
better outfitted than the cell 
where he spent four years as a 
condemned man. He 
dines 


nearby in the former Egyptian 
consulate. 


"It's hard to get used to go- 


ing to sleep with the door un- 
locked," said the graying ex- 
convict. "The whole doggone 
world is new to me." 


Economic, transportation and 


fashion changes are constant 
sources of wonderment to a 
man who has been in in- 
stitutions since the age of 10. 


"It cost us 50 cents for an ice 


cream cone," he complained. 
"Gave a dollar for two ice 
cream cones, and didn't get no 
money back. 


Wells was equally dismayed 


that the parking meter had to be 
fed while they ate their ice 
cream. "I was wondering if 
we'd have to pay for the air we 
breathe," he said. 


"Wearing clothes is different. 


Autos and streetcars bug me. 
The way they drive — every- 
thing is different," he added. 


After his mother died and his 


sisters brought him to Los An- 
geles, Wells entered a juvenile 
hall in 1919. He went from one 


California Youth Authority fa- 
cility to another until, at 19, he 
was convicted of receiving sto- 
len goods. 


"That's when I first went to 


San Quentin," he said. "I went 
in in 1926 and came out in 1941. 
Then back in in 1942 on a stolen 
car charge in Los Angeles." 


Behind bars, he was con- 


victed of manslaughter in the 
1932 slaying of another inmate 
during a fight. In 1947, he was 
sentenced to death for hurling a 
cuspidor at a guard, breaking 
his jaw. 


In California, a lifer con- 


victed of assault on a prisoner 
or a guard would go to death 


row. 


Wells left Vacaville in grand 


style. He ordered a guard to 
open a gate and then was swept 
away in a Rolls-Royce. A Cadil- 
lac followed as a backup car. 


Delancey Street had rented 


the cars for the occasion. "I'm 
older, wiser and better self-con- 


trolled," Wells told newsmen 
witnessing his departure. 


As he did in prison, Wells 


spends much of his time now 
playing chess, reading and lis- 
tening to a collection of Harry 
James records on a stereo set 
given to him while he was at 
Vacaville.

Both sides rested Tuesday 


and State District Court Judge 
Lewis Dickson gave attorneys a 
week to submit legal briefs and 
be ready for final arguments. 


The Chronicle seeks a court 


order lifting the ban, claiming 
it is unconstitutional and se- 
riously hinders the efforts by 
the news media to obtain back- 
ground for crime stories. 


During the second day of the 


two day trial, two Chronicle ex- 
ecutives said the city's policy 
has crippled the paper's cov- 
erage of police news. 


Everett D. Collier, editor of 


the Chronicle, said the current 
policy which gives police dis- 
cretion to withhold certain re- 
ports from reporters, is "very 
damaging to our process of 
news." 


Zarko Franks, Chronicle city 


editor, said the policy has on 
occasion delayed publication of 
police stories. 


Franks also said the current 


policy, in effect after rulings by 
City Atty. Jonathan and State 
Atty. Gen. John Hill earlier this 
year, hampers the paper in 
presenting balanced news sto- 
ries about crime and criminals. 


Police allow reporters to read 


offense reports but refuse them 
access to individual criminal 
histories. 


Franks said deadlines often 


prevent reporters from secur- 
ing the information from other 
sources. 


Day's interpretation of the 


Texas Open Records Act initial- 
ly closed both offense reports 
and criminal records to news- 
men but Hill's later opinion left 
access to the offense reports, 
which contain detailed informa- 
tion about each alleged crime 
reported to police, at the dis- 
cretion of Police Chief Carrol 
Lynn. 


The Hill opinion, however, 


maintained that the criminal 
histories of individuals should 
not be divulged to persons oth- 
er than law enforcement 
offi- 


cials. 


Day sent three police admin- 


istrators and a chief records 
clerk to the witness stand. 


The city witnesses testified 


that before the ruling reporters 
with proper credentials were 
allowed to see police records 
showing an individual's pre- 
vious arrests and convictions. 


Day claims that records

Carpenter Says 
Federal Mortages 
Should Be Given 


CHICAGO (AP) - The presi- 


dent of the Carpenters Union, 
whose members have been 
hard hit by the slump in hous- 
ing construction, says federal 
mortgages at low interest rates 
should be provided to combat 
skyrocketing mortgage rates. 


William Sidell told 2,500 dele- 


gates to the union's 1974 con- 
vention on Tuesday that the 
time has come "to remove the 
housing industry from the free 
enterprise banking system. 


"In its place, I propose that 


the federal government broad- 
en the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration and provide funds 
directly to the citizen" at inter- 
est rates "in the 4 or 5 per cent 
category." 


He described his proposal as 


a way out for his 850,000 mem- 
bers, who have an unemploy- 
ment rate estimated at 12 per 
cent because of the housing 
slump. 


Officials of the National Asso- 


ciation of Home Builders re- 
ported 2 million housing starts 
in 1973, but current seasonally 
adjusted estimates call for a 
decrease of 597,500 units in 
1974. June housing starts were 
26 per cent below last year's 
1,595,000. 


Sidell, a member of President 


Nixon's Construction Industry 
Stabilization Committee which 
was responsible for wage con- 
trols in building trades unions, 
is an advocate of union re- 
straint in wage negotiations. 


But union officials blame 


much of the decrease in hous- 
ing starts on high interest rates 
and land costs, rather than 
high wages. They say that in 
1949 land costs and interest 
charges added up to 16 per cent 
of the cost of a house and today 
are nearly triple—47 per cent.

served". Curington said in the 
suit styled Emma Clary vs. City

Barrel! Racing Do wn to Fine Art with Local Girls

"A lot of little things" provide 


the secret to successful barrel 
racing according to Ronda 
Castles, one of Corsicana's two 
members in the Texas Barrel 
Racing Association, which will 
be staging its year-end finals 
this weekend in conjunction 
with the Central Texas Quar- 
terhorse Association's rodeo. 


Both Miss Castles and Cor- 


sicana's other TBRA member 
Vicki Gillen have been riding 
horses all of their lives. In fact, 
neither can remember the first 
time a horse-loving parent set 
them atop a horse. 


As natural as their transition 


from cradle to saddle was their 
similar 
move 
from 
riding 


strictly for pleasure to riding 
competively. Both began barrel 
racing at local playdays while 
still in their early teens, which 
was just two years ago for Miss 
Gillen, a freshman at Corsicana 
High School. 


While Miss Gillen is the 


younger of Corsicana's TBRA 
members, she has been in the 
association 
longer, 
having 


joined a year ago. Her sen- 
timent 
that 
joining 
was 


"something I always wanted to 
do," is echoed by Miss Castles, 
who became a member this past 
Spring. 


Membership 
in 
the 


organization can be obtained 
fairly easily; one does not even 
have to be a competitive racer. 
But, those seeking prizes and 
prize money must compete on a 
weekly basis at points across 
the State, at which time the 
"little things" begin to ac- 
cumulate. 


Often the race itself becomes 


overshadowed by other ob- 
stacles that 
must 
be sur- 


mounted before the race can be 
run. One of the most frustrating 
obstacles, according to Miss 
Castles, 
results 
from 
at- 


tempting to register for a rodeo 
in a strange town. "Someone 
tells you there's going to be a 
rodeo there next week, but they 
don't know who to contact about 
registering." 
It is then the 


As if getting to a rodeo and 


taking care of one's self and 
horse is not enough^ the barrel 
racers often find themselves 
faced with the prospect of 
paying as much as $20 for 
registration in order to make 
one run through the barrels, 
lowest 
times 
winning 
the 


money, 
often 
the 
top 
six 


finishers. 


Compounding these pressures 


and problems even further for 
the barrel racers according to 
Misses Castles and Gillen is the 
fact that not all rodeo arenas 
are constructed the same and 
each rodeo has its own set of 
groundrules unless TBRA rules 
are being followed. 


The arena differences vary 


from 
crowd 
location, 
the 


closeness of the barrels to the 
fence, the condition of the 


ground itself, the angles of the 
barrels and whether or not the 
rodeo will let you practice the 
course before having to run it 
for time. 


Ground rules that must be 


followed 
under 
threat 
of 


disqualification include such 
things as the riders' 
attire. 


(TBRA 
rules 
stipulate 
the 


racers must wear longsleeve 
shirts, hats and boots.) Also 
falling under the ground rule 
classification is whether or not 
the rider walks or runs the 
horse into and out of the arena. 


But, this seemingly endless 


list of necessary information, 
work and worry must be 
forgotten once the ride begins 
according to Miss Castles, who 
feels technique is what deter- 
mines the differences in the 


final standings. 


Technique can also mean the 


difference between a safe ride 
or possible injury. Mishandling 
a horse shying from a barrel 
often results in the separation of 
horse and rider. Also, the 
failure to detect a 
horse's 


decision to run a pattern of his 
own design instead 
of the 


prescribed cloverleaf can catch 
a rider leaning in the wrong 
direction as a prelude to landing 
on the arena floor. 


Neither Miss Castles or Miss 


Gillen have 
been seriously 


injured by barrel racing spills, 
but they both attest to having 
their share of bruised and cut 
shins, an occupational hazard 
that has resulted in many 
contestants wearing basketball 
knee pads. 


As these "little things" that 


make up barrel racing ac- 
cumulate to the size of a 
mountain or mountain range, 
one must wonder why anyone 
would subject herself to such an 
ordeal. Both Corsicana TBRA 
members concur that it is the 
enjoyment of doing what they 
are doing that keeps them 
travelling from one weekend to 
the next. 


Besides the love of the racing 


itself, both remark that they 
have met many good friends in 
the TBRA and along the rodeo 
circuit which they enter on 
weekends. And, along with the 
social nature of these friend- 
ships is the practical matter 
that friend helps friend (con- 
testant 
helps opponent) by 


watching to detect any signs 
that might indicate why a rider 


is not recording her best time. 


With this in mind, both Misses 


Gillen and Castles will be seeing 
a lot of friends this weekend 
when 200 to 300 TBRA members 
converge on Corsicana for the 
year-end finals. Most of the 
barrel racers should be on hand 
by parade time Thursday at 6 
p.m. 
with

Navarro College will soon learn 
their skills on more capable 
computers 
as 
a result of 


unanimous 
action 
taken 


Thursday night by the four 
college trustees who appeared 
for a special session of the 
board. 


Trustees Leighton Dawson, 


Homer Carroll, Oliver Albritton 
and C.E. Middleton voted 4-0 to 
enter into an agreement with 
Compcor, Inc. "of Corsicana," 
whereby Compcor provides the 
computer and Navarro provides 
the space for the computer plus 
two offices for Compcor per- 
sonnel. 


NC will pay only $187 of the 


$2,128 monthly bill to the Sperry 
Univac 
Division 
of 
Sperry 


Rand, with Compcor picking up 
the rest of the tab of $1,941. 


In the lease between the two 


companies, Compcor is listed as 
a Corsicana firm though the 
company's only computer is 
presently located in Austin and, 
as of Friday morning, the firm 
had no listing in the Corsicana 
phone directory. 


HOWEVER, 
Max 
Stites, 


corporate secretary for the 
wholly owned subsidiary of K. 
Wolens Inc., indicated to the 
press at Thursday's meeting 
that his company will move its 
base of operation to Corsicana 
shortly and that, when in full 
operation, the company will 
employ four regular employees 
plus 
part-time 
workers 


recruited 
from 
Navarro's 


student ranks. 


Navarro 
President 
Dr. 


Kenneth 
Walker 
remarked 


during the session that "in 
essence" Corsicana is "gaining 
another industry," a remark 
which prompted Middleton to 
seek 
the 
clarification 
that 


Navarro will not be "sub- 
sidizing" 
Compcor 
in 
its 


competition 
with 
Corsicana 


Data Systems. 


Charles 
Reynolds of Cor- 


sicana Data was present during 
the meeting and told the board 
that he had been offered a 
chance to join with the college 
and Compcor in establishing the 
computer 
center 
but 
had 


declined to do so. He added that 
the "door had been left open" in 
case his company decides to 
join in the future. 


The 
agreement 
between 


Navarro, Compcor and the 


Who's New 


Univac people who produce the 
computers entails that a Univac 
70-30 will be set up on the 
Navarro campus and be ready 
for operation by Oct. 1. Then, at 
the end of 11 months, Compcor 
and college officials will have 
the option to exchange this 
computer for a Univac 90-30, a 
more capable model which will 
then be entering the computer 
market. Included in the six-year 
lease plan is a 90 day ter- 
mination option in which either 
Compcor 
or 
Navarro 
can 


dissolve the arrangement by 
giving the other party 90 days 
notice of such a decision. 


IN ADDITION to the $187 


monthly payment to Univac, 
Navarro will be responsible for 
the purchase of a cardpunch 
operation and one-half of one of 
three storage disks. This half- 
disk will be used exclusively for 
storing memory data for the 
college, 
according 
to 
Dr, 


Walker, who added that th<; 
other disks will be used jointly. 


In presenting the proposal to 


the board, Dr. Walker said '.hat 
the new computer system would 
"expand the curriculum" of the 
computer 
science 
program. 


This sentiment was echoed later 
by Guy Pollock, director of the 
college's computer center, who 
gave a quick explanation of the 
advantages 
of various com- 


puter systems and computer 
languages before 
concluding 


that Navarro students would be 
better off learning to program 
on the 70-35 and 90-30 models 
than on the 11-30 model which 
the college presently owns. The 
11-30, he added, is an older 
model computer and one not 
commonly in use. 


THE NEW computer, ac- 


cording to Stites, will allow 
programmers 
from 
both 


Compcor and the college to 
operate it simultaneously, a 
condition which will, according 
to both Stites and Dr. Walker, 
enhance the student's learning 
process by giving them a more 
practical 
atmosphere 
than 


previously available.

David Helmer, manager of the 
Corsicana social security office. 
Prior to January, 1968, it was 
hard for a very young worker to 
qualify 
for 
social 
security 


disability benefits because of 
the amount of social security 
covered work required. Almost 
everyone had 
to 
have 20 


quarters of work subject to 
social security coverage during 
the 40-quarter period to the date 
they became disabled. This 
means that if they had not 
worked in social security em- 
ployment or self-employment in 
roughly five out of the ten year 
period right before they became 
disabled, nothing could be paid, 
regardless of how disabled they 
were. It can readily be seen that 
the young worker who had just 
begun his working career would 
be left out. This rule has been 
drastically 
changed. 
The 


amount of work required under 
the present law depends on the 
young person's age when he 
becomes disabled. 


Helmer stated that the person 


who became disabled at 31 
years of age or over still needs 
to meet the old "20 quarter out 
of the last 40" rule. However, if 
he is under 31 years of age, he

social Security Act. This means 
the young worker must be 
disabled, either physically or 
mentally, to the extent they can 
do no substantial work. Also, 
the condition must be of a type 
that is expected to last 12 
months or longer, or result in 
death. Benefits are now being 
paid to many young people and 
their families. Many of the 
young veterans of the Vietnam 
conflict are drawing benefits as 
a result of their' wounds or in- 
juries. These payments are 
made in addition to any com- 
pensation they receive from 
Veterans Administration."
